ARMY'S PROGRAM 


The educational program being 
offered the soldiers in the army’s 
specialized training at Chaffey is 
under the general supervision of 
Dr. Merton E. Hill, former Chaf- 
fey principal, it was revealed to- 
day by Don’E. Palmer, clerk of 
the Chaffey board. 

Only the “cream of the top 7 
per cent in the army” will be se- 
lected to attend classes here, it 
was also pointed out by Mr. Pal- 
mer, in emphasizing that the army 
personnel will be of the highest 
calibre. 

Most of the soldiers will be for- 
mer college students, selected for 
special training because of their 
outstanding record and unusual 
capabilities, was the assurance 
given local residents by the board 
member. 

Some parents have expressed 
concern about the close associa- 
tion of regular Chaffey students 
with the soldiers when school 
opens in the fall. ‘Members of the 
Chaffey board have recognized the 
situation and they accepted the 
army program only after observ- 
ing conditions at the Pasadena 
junior college and after being as- 
sured that only a select group of 
soldiers would be sent here. 

Pasadena junior college and 
Stanford university are the other 
institutions conducting a training 
program similar to that scheduled 
at Chaffey. 

Dr. Hill was given an assign- 
ment of “educational advisor” by 
the army and the Chaffey pro- 
gram and the work at other in- 
stitutions comes under his juris- 
diction. Dr. Hill left a position 
at the University of California to 
serve the army. 

He recently visited here as a 
preliminary to the actual assign- 
ing of soldiers to Chaffey.

COUNTY BUDGET 
GIVEN TO BOARD 


Just how much larger the new 
county budget will be over the 
1942-43 budget will be determined 
when the tentative figures for the 
next year are analyzed by the 
county board of supervisors. 

Preliminary figures on the coun- 
ty budget have been submitted by 
Paul W. Nichols, statistician to 
the supervisors. The _ tentative 
grand total of the budget exclus- 
ive of salaries is $4,352,389, com- 
pared with $4,036,012 last year. 
The 1942-43 budget, including sal- 
aries, was $5,378,192, which re- 
quired a county tax rate of $1.70 
for each $100 of assessed valua- 
tion. 

County Assessor Max A. Cran- 
mer is preparing the county as- 
sessed valuation rolls, which will 
be turned over to the board the 
first part of July. The board will 
sit as a board of equalization be- 
ginning July 6 to hear any com- 
plaints on the assessd valuations. 

After the board holds public 
hearings on the budget, the final 
budget will be adopted and the 
rate fixed. The tax rate will prob- 
ably be adopted the latter part of 
August.

There are such signs as “Va- 
Cancy” but few, if any of them 
have ever been seen in Upland 
for months, according to a sur 
vey today at three apartment 
houses here today. 

“We turn away people every 
week,” reported Mrs. J. H. Hart- 





zog, manager ef the Magnolia 
apartments, 175 Bast Ninth ~ 
street. “There is a great demand — 


for apartments with cooking ac- 
commodations but not so much 
for single rooms. 

“When there ig nothing to rent 
we put out a ‘no vacancy’ sign 
and when there is a vacancy we 
take down the sign. Regardless, 
however, we get many inquiries.” 

Mrs. J. T. Salisbury, 279 North 
Second avenue, refers to her 
“waiting list’ when there is go- 
ing to be a change in tenants. 
Two or three nameg are always 
this list. , i 

“We haven’t had to advertise 
or put out the ‘vacancy’ sign for 
months,” ‘she explained. 

Mrs. R, C, Williams, 511 Bast 
Ninth street, ireported today she 
had a sleeping room available 
now but all the apartments are 
rented. 

“I never have any trouble keep- 
ing the apartments filled,” she 
continued, “there are always peo- 
ple asking about places to live. “I 
get calls from Kaiser company in 
order to try and help their em- 
ployes, but I have not been able 
to do anything for them.”
